A second source of income which the 
Queen held until the Prince of Wales 
came of age—when it was, according 
to precedence, made over to His Royal 
Highness—was the Duchy of Cornwall 
the estates ot which lie in Devon, Som- 
erset, Wilts, Surrey and London. The 
Duchy had been, at the time of the 
Queen's accession, hopelessly misman- 
aged, and it was owing to the Prince 
Consort's untiring energy that his eld- 
est son’s heritage was at all worth 
having. 

In 1834 the gross revenue had fallen 
to £22,000; in 1872 it waa nearly £70,- 
000. When the Prince of Walesa came 
of age, instead of having from £13,000 
te £14,000 a year from his Duchy, as 
the last Prince of Wales had, there 
was & revenue of £50,000 a year clear, 
and cash enough to buy Sandringham. 
The Prince's income from the Duchy of 
Cornwall is now increasing at the rate 
of about £3,000 a year, on the average.

The Queen also inherited from 
her husband, who was of a most care- 
ful and businesslike disposition, a large 
part of the £690,000 he left behind him

WOMEN AS SMALL FARMERS. 


An important expe iment wil! shor. 
ly be made in England with t he object 
of forming settlements of women in dif-

It will he 
founded for the definite purpose of en- 
abling women over the average age of 
sixteen to obtain a thorough training 
(theoretical and practical) in the 
lighter branches of agriculture, viz. 
Flowers and fruit growing, and pack- 
ing for market, especially bush fruit, 
tomatoes, mushrooms, ete... bee and 
poultry keeping, dairy work, The 
Council of Reading College have con- 
sented to provide the necessary courses 
of ineatruction, and to recognize the 
Countess of Warwick's Hostel as a 
place of residence for women atu- 
dents. The full course of instruction 
will extend over two years, but those 
who wish to do so may join the short 
courses and special classes. It is hop- 
ed that the incluaive fees for instruc- 
tion and board will not: exceed £50 a 
year.

A subscriber at Bradshaw, Ont. 
asks in last iseue of Farming: “What 
causes thick foam to come on cream 
so that the butter will not come till 
it has been churned for three or 
four hours when the cows are get- 
ting mangels ?” 

Tn a cireular issued by the Dairy 
Department of the Ontario Ag- 
ricaltural College, Guelph, the fol. 
lowing are given as among the 
chief reasons why butter will not 
come: 

(1) The temperatare is not right— 


usually the cream ia too cold in the 
churn. 


(2) The cream may have been kept too 


long. 
(8) The cream of a “ farrow"™ or 
Ba “cow may be causing the 
trou 


(4) The cream may be too thin—get 
rid of some of the skim-milk. 

(5) The cream may too thick--add a 
little skim-milk or water. 

(6) The churn is too full. 

In the present instance we would 
advise putting some nice-flavored 
butter-milk in the cream as soon as 
skimmed, and churning in not over 
tour days alter commencing to 
gather the cream for churning.

How Russia Should Prepaie for tne Sup- 
reme Battic. 

A Renter despatch from St. Peters- 
burg, says: The Grashdanin publishes 
an article in which it asks whether 
‘Russia would not be acting wisely in 
renouncing the possession of Port Ar- 
thur and Talienwan. 

This renunciation would have the 
following effects: Firstly, to give her 
a free hand; secondly, to rid her of 
harbours, where in the event of a war 
with Great Britain, her ships would 
be caught like rats im a trap; and, 
thirdly, to spare her the cost of enor- 
mous defences. 

By occupying herself chiefly with af- 
fairs in Northern China, especially that 
part of China which borders on Rus- 
sia’s own possessions, and with the 
railway in Manchuria, Russia will be 
a “ warning signal to the British, even 
in the south of China.” 

* Russia could then proceed,” says the 
journal, “to develop her territory in 


the direction of Afghanistan, and pre- 
pare herself for the supreme combat 
which she must inevitably have, soon- 
er or later, with Great Britain, profit- 
ing at the same time by the latter hav- 
ing scattered ber forces in all direc- 
tionsan error by which she will have 
weakened herself in India. 

“It is absolutely essential that Rus- 
sia should fight this supreme battle 
on land and not on sea, encountering 
her adversary simultaneously in the

An Outline of Its History.—Wars, Deaths, Assassinations, Discoveries 
and Inventions Played Their Parts,—Anglo-Saxon Activity 
‘Was «a Feature of the Year—Displayed liself on Lond 
and Sea, over Three Continents.

One of the best and most concise re- 
sumes of the big events of the year 
just recently closed is written by Mr. 
H. 0. Wilson for the London Daily 
Mail, Mr. Wilson says: 


When time has exercised its mellow- 
ing influence upon the events of the 
resent , reducing everything to 
ts proper proportions, and fature his- 
torians come to write the history of the 
times we are living in, 1898 will stand 
out as one of the most eventful and re- 
markable of years, by reason of its 
history-making incidents and the great 
number of events which have brought 
far-reaching consequences in their 
train. 

Although the year only closes to-day 
we are yet able to see the changes 
which have been brought about by oc- 
eu ces still fresh in our memory, 
It may be that other incidents of this 
year, now looked soe as insignificant, 
will in the future develop into burning 
questions, and change the course © 
history ; but into this matter it is not 
my intention toenter. ** Sufficient for 
the day is the eyil thereof,” and for the 
purpose of this article there is an ample 
number of —_ already developed, 
without embarking upon a career © 
speculation regarding matters still in 
an embryo stage. 

A alance at the file of a newspaper 
for the year 1898 will show that sensa- 
tion has followed sensation with sur. 
prising regularity ; political crisis and 
complications. 


WARS, DEATHS, ASSASSINATIONS, 


disasters, scandals,reforms, and schemes 
—all have had to be recorded this year. 


It is not every year, happily, nor yet 
e decade, that a War between two 
civilized nations occurs, and the Span- 
ish-American war alone would make 
1888 a memorable year. 

On February 17 the world was startled 
by the intelligence that the United 
States warship Maine had been blown 
up in Havana -Harbour and nearly aod 
American sailors sent to a yivient 
death. 

Then came the war, which, although 
not of a very sanguinary character, 
supplied several thrilling stories at 
regular intervals. On April 28 “* first 
blood” fell to the Americans at the 
bombardment of Matanzas. The epi- 
sode willbe long remembered on ac- 
count of the heroic death of the Spanish 
mule, which met its fate on the ram- 
parts at the hands of the American 
gunners. On April 80, however, there 
came the news of the memorable en- 
counter between the fleets of Admiral 
— and Commedore Dewey, in 
which the former is utterly routed with 
terrible loss.

These regults have naturally not been 
attained without many sensations, 
which must Sccordingly be added to 
our list. 

So early in the year as January 19 it 
was announced that General Gatacre 
had started up tne Nile, and from that 
date to the end of the businesi the pap- 
ers almost daily contained news of the 
progress of events in the Soudan. On 
April 9 a fierce fight occurred at Atbara 
between the Egyptian forces and the 
Dervishes. Heavy losses were suffered 
on both sides, but the enemy was 
routed, and their leader, Mahmud, cap- 
tured. Towards the end of April oper- 
ations were suspended until July. Then 
the advance continued, and on July 26 
news reached London that the Khalifa 
was preparing for a desperate resist- 
ance. We all know that this news 
proved to be true, and September 8. 
the day on which the news of the great 
battle of Omdurman was first known 
in London, will long be remembered as 
ast year. 

Later there followed the complica- 
tions with France over the auestion of 
Fashoda, but such wats the excitement 
caused by the immirnence of war with 
France that every Englishman primed 
all the facts of this 
recent dispute, and, therefore, does not 
require to be reminded of them. But 
the result of the imbroglio have not yet 

away. They are to seen 
every day in the Press of England and 
France. They are still affecting the 
relations of the two countries and em- 
bittering the thoughts of

This has been 
spread throughout the year, and has 

rovided sensations at interyals. On 
anuary 6 it was announced that Kiao- 
Chau has been ceded to Germany, and 
a few days later Great Britain took 
part in the game by offering a loan of 
£12,000,009 to China, on certain condi- 
tion. About this time there was every 
indication of a very serious disagree- 
ment among the yarious Europeao 
Powers interested in China, and Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach found it neces- 
sary to speak some very plain words on 
behalf of the Government. This he did 
in his famous ‘* Hands off !” speech on 
January 17. The uproar created by 
this speech had scarcely subsided when, 
on M sence 96, it was reported that 
Russia had obtained the lease of Port 
Arthur and Talienwan. Then arose 4 
great outcry at home against the Salis- 
bury Government, which the acquisi- 
tion of Wei-hai-Wei (announced on 
April 4), as @ set-off to Russian and 
German action, scarcely sufficed to ap- 
pease. On June 11, however, we were 
officially notified of an important con- 
cession made to us by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment at Hong Kong, and it is now 
lly admitted that Great Britain 
as more than held her own in the 
reat diplomatic struggle in the Far 


This part of the world, not satisfied 
with nearly causing a European war. 
pore another sensation on Septem- 

28, when news was received of 4 
coup d'etat by the Empress Dowager of 
China, the downfall of the young Em- 
a: and the shattering of his new- 

n schemes of reform and civilization. 
This drama is not yet played out, and 
may furnish further news in the near 
future. 

Then, acain, we had considerable 
trouble with France oyer the Niger 

uestion. Things assumed a distinctly 

reatening appearance, but the crisis 
was safely negotiated, and the matte 
culminated in the signing of an agree- 
mentin June which a for the 
delimitation of the respective spheres 
in the Niger region.

cision to reyise the trial of Dreyfus, ete., 
etc. The Dreyfus affair is not done 
with yet, but its resulta will doubtless 
be far-reaching and serious in the ex- 
treme, 

This year has been distinguished by 
the unusually large number of great 
personages which it has seen remov 
from our midst. On May 19 the whole 
country had to mourn the loss of one of 
the greatest men of the century—Glad- 
stone. The circumstances. of his sad 
illness and beautiful passing away are 
well known to eyery-body. On July 81 
the grand old Iron Chancellor, Bis- 
marck, died and Germany went into 
mourning, scarcely less general than 
that of England after the death of Glad- 
stone. In dddition to these two world- 
famous history-makers, the deaths of 
SirJames Sanfield, Sir William Jen- 
ner, Sir Henry Bessemer, Sir George 
Grey, the Queen of Denmark, Genera! 
Yeatman Biggs, Lewis Carroll, James 
Payn, Sir E. Burns-Jones. William 
Black, and Baron Rothschild have had 
to be recorded. 

Of assassinations and attempted as- 
Sassinations there are also some re- 
markable examples this year. The 
most terrible was the brutal murder of 
the Empress Elizabeth, of Austria, on 
September 10, on the shores of the beau- 
tiful Lake of Geneva. There was ulso 
the assassination of President Barrios. 
Gautemala,on February 9.a sensational

on February 28. the murder of Mr. 
Woolf Joel, at Johannesburg, on March 
14, besides many more ordinary kindred 
crimes, of which eyery year unfortun- 
ately has its share, 

Disasters by land and sea have not 
been few. To take the chief one chron- 
ologically we find on Februar 
Whew 2etiere yp orrasic ee 
Junction, resulting in the loss of seven 
lives; on February 16, the wreck of a 
steamer returning from Klondike, and 
the loss of seventy lives was announced. 
On the following day the French 
steamer Flachat was reported wrecked 
of Angra Point, and eighty lives lost ; 
and from Westphalia came the news o 
a mining disaster, where 116 men wore 
killed. On June 21 occurred the disas- 
ter at the launch of the battleship Al- 
bion, at Blackwall, when thirty-eight 
persons lost their lives. Perhaps the 
most terrible disaster of all was the 
wreck of the French liner Bourgogne, 
announced on July 7. This resalted in 
the death of over 500 persons, and is 
one of the most terrible maratime dis- 
asters ever recorded. . 

Royal circles have had to welcome to 
their ranks a new-crowned Queen, in 
the person ot Wilhelmina, of Holland. 
Socie.y has had its sensations in the 
crimes of Lord William Nevill and his 
sentence to five years’ imprisonment: 
in the Tatton-Sykes case, and in the 
theft of the Duchess of Sutherland's 
jewels ; the labouring classes have had 
the t engineers’ strike and the 
South Wales coal strike to talk about ; 
financial circles have been agitated by 
the Grosvenor Hotel frauds, and 
Monson igsurance case, the Hess-La- 
bouchere dispute, the great Hooley 
bankruptcy and its chain of startling 
disclosures and the Leiter wheat-corner 
collapse.

National Expenditures. 


Ottawa, Jan. 10.—The official | 
Gazette to-day has a statement of the 
revenue of the Dominion for the six 
months ending December 3ist. The 
reyenue was. $22,113,378, compared 
with $17,933,974 for the sametime in 
1897, an increase of oyer $4,000,000. 
The expenditure increased over, 13,- 
488,000 to 14,811,000, an increase 
of $323,000, so.that the exact better- 
ment of revenue, taking into account 
the expenditure, was $2,855,000. 
The expenditure on capital account 
was $5,214,829 for 1898, as com- 
pared with $2,362,255 for 1897. an 
increase of $2.852,000. 

The official returns of the plebis- 
cite are published today. There 
were 278,484 who yoted for pro- 
hibition, and 264,571 against, leav- 
ing a majority for probibition of 13,- 
916. ~

/of its members. Almost every one of 
the now reigning families are descend- 
; i from Alberta, Queen of Sicily, who 
; was a daughter of the old Hebrew 
banker, Perleoni, The latter was the 
first of his race to be admitted to the 
ranks of European aristocracy. Pope 
Leo IX., ennobled him in the year 1116. 
Later on, one of his sons, who became 
converted to the Roman Catholic 
Church, ascended the Papal throne 
under the title of Anacletus II. Thia, 
however, by no means constitutes the 
only source of Hebrew blood in the roy~ 
al and imperial veins of today. There 


are others of a far less remote char- 
acter. 

The grandfather of King Ferdinand | 
of Portugal, the grandfather of the 
present King, was a Hungarian He- 
brew, named Kohary, whose daughter 
and heiress married Prince Ferdinand 
of Saxe-Coburg. The King of Portu- 
gal ia therefore indubitably of Israelit- 
ish descent, and so, too, is Prince Ferd- 
inand, of Bulgaria, whose features are 
remarkably Hebraic; he is, in fact, a 
grandson of old Kohary’s heiress. A 
second of the latter's grandsons, Duke 
Philip of Saxe-Ooburg, is wedded to the 


Belgium, while a third, Augustus by 
name, married a daughter of the late 
Emperor Dom Pedro of Brazil.

Ontario Statistics. 


The annual report of the Ontario 
Bureau of Industries has appeared. It 
is a year late, and deals with the sta- 
tistics of 1897, but notwithstanding 
that it has the latest information con- 
cerning agriculture that have been pub- 
lished. 

It shows in the first place that the 
district of Stony Creek, Wentworth 
county, has the mildest climate in the 
Province. with a mean temperature of 
46.82, while Toronto is fortunate with 
4487. London is 45.66, Rockcliffe, 
Renfrew Co., is coldest, with a mean 
temperature of 87.25. 

The total amount of wheat raised was 
28,988,061 bushels, which is an average 
of 25.2 bushels per acre. This com- 
pares well with any of the United 
States, New York's average was 21.4. 
Pennsylvania 19.7, Michigan 15.6, In- 
diana 18, Missouri 9, illinois 7.9. The 
county which has the best record is 
Oxford, with an average of 804. Hal- 
ton is second with 90.1, Perth 29.6, 
Wentworth 29.2. 

The average yield of spring wheat 
was 15.1, which is better than any of 
the wheat-growing States. The total 
— was 4,868,101 bushels. In this 

ork leads with 19.5, Brant 18.8, Ox- 
ford 17.9, Waterloo 17.7. 

The ayerage bushels per acre of bar 
ley is 26.6. and the total 12,021,779 
bushels. York again leads with 80.8, 
Middlesex 29,5, Kent 29, Glengarry 
28.9, Waterloo 28.5. 

The average yield of oats was 85.5 

r bushel. erth leads with 41.5. 

ork has 41.4, Dafferin 89,8, Oxford 
and Wellington 89. 

Of peas 18,867,093 bushels were 
raised, which isan average of 15.5. Al- 
goma has the best average, with 21.5 
bushels per acre, Glengarry has 21, 
Grenyille has 20. 

There were 24,668,998 bushels of corn. 
The best yield was from Elgin, Halton 
and Stormont, with 88 bushels to the 
acre, 

There were raised 8.811.518 tons of 
hay, an ayerage of 1.68 tons per acre. 
Perth was best with an ayerage of 2.22, 
Oxford was 2.21. 

The horse population amounts to 
618,670. ‘Lhe largest number comes 
from Middlesex, which has 28.898. 

The cow population is 2,181,826, the 
sheep 1,690,850, fowls 7.784.167. 

The value of all farm meets is 
placed at 8905,098.618. Farm land is 
placed at $554,054.552, farm buildings 
$206,090, 159, farm implements. $51.299.- 
098. live stock $1,918 775. 

The average value of farm land is 
fixed at. 28.72. The averace yalue of 
farm property is 88,75. 
Lincoln is first at $50.48 per ecre, Went- 
worth is 47.96, and York 46.90. In the 
total value Lincoln is fixed at $82.51.

Her Majesty, he says, as is ber invari- 
able custom, breakfasts and lunches in 
her apartments alone, or with one or 
two of her immediate family only. The 
ladies in attendance have a sitting 
room and dining room to themselves, 
and at Balmoral the dimensions of 
these are of the most modest kind. 
The entire space oecupied by the castle 
is so limited that even Ministers are 
requested not to bring a private seo- 
retary withthem,and are compelled to 
transact all their business and corres- 
pondence in their bedrooms.

When we consider that acow which 
makes but 130 to 140 pounds of butter 
aa her yearly product, brings no pro- 
fit to her owner, it will at once be 
meen that if the majority of the herd 
are to be classed as only “ middling.”

lows, and are thus a drag on the better 
class which pay a fair profit. 

This state of things is just what is 
the matter with the dairy business as 
carried on by the average farmer. 
There caa be no improvement in any 
dairy methods equal to this ene of 
improving our dairy cowa first. This 
is the starting point in all improve- 
ment from a financial standpoint. -
